It  is  interesting  to  note  that  daring  1959  the  Council 
cancelled  one  Closing  Order,  the  dwelling  having  been  made 
fit.  Two  Demolition  Orders  and  ten  Closing  Orders  were  made. 
Twenty-eight  houses  were  demolished  which  included  some 
Demolition  Orders  made  during  1958.  Thirteen  families  were 
re-housed  by  the  Council  and  two  families  re-housed  themselves 
during  the  year.  Twenty-five  Closing  Orders  were  made  into 
Demolition  Orders. 

Seven  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  1959.  Four  of  these  were  issued  and  one 
refused.  Undertakings  from  owners  to  carry  out  work  were 
received  from  the  remaining  two. 

DRAINAGE 


The  subsidiary  sewers  were  completed  by  the  end  of  1959 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  encouraging  start  which  has  been 
made  on  the  conversion  of  vaults  and  pail  closets  will  be 
continued. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


Extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  completed  during 
1959  and  where  mains  have  been  laid  many  new  connections 
have  been  made  to  properties. 

The  following  is  the  information  requested  by  the 
Ministry: - 

(1)  Whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  parts 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  -  Yes. 

(2)  Where  there  is  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological 
examinations  have  been  made  of  the  raw  water,  and  the 
results  of  any  analysis.  -  No  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year,  but  the  water  is  known  to  be  examined  at 
regular  intervals  by  the  Water  Board. 

(3)  The  position  as  to  contamination  by  lead.  -  The  water 
is  hard  and  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

(4)  Action  as  to  contamination.  -  There  has  been  no  evidence 
of  contamination  during  the  year. 

(5)  Particulars  of  the  proportion  of  dwelling  houses  and 
the  proportion  of  population  supplied  from  the  public 
water  mains.  -  ( a)  direct  to  house  -  88$.  (b)  by  means 
of  stand  pipes  -  10$. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


At  the  end  of  the  year  16  licences  had  been  issued  for 
moveable  dwellings.  Each  site  is  visited  prior  to  a  licence 
being  issued  initially  and  advice  given  where  difficulties 
arise,  particularly  in  relation  to  drainage  arrangements. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT.  1931 

Under  the  above  Act,  which  is  enforced  by  the  Council, 
one  registration  has  been  approved,  but  so  far  no  samples 
have  been  taken, 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

At  present  4  premises  are  registered  under  the  above 
Act  and  these  are  subject  to  inspection  by  the  R.S.P.C.A. 
and  myself. 

MEAT  AND  POOD  INSPECTION 


The  number  of  animals  killed  during  the  year  at  the  three 
slaughterhouses  is  as  follows:-  9  cows,  8  calves,  766  other 
bovines ,  1262  sheep,  36OI  pigs  and  11  goats  giving  a  total  of 
3637  ,  which  was  slightly  below  the  1956  total  of  6264.  In 
order  to  inspect  these  animals  a  total  of  754  visits  was 
required  to  the  three  slaughterhouses  and  this  figure  includes 
96  evening  and  week-end  visits. 

Mention  must  be  made  here  of  the  consideration  received 
from  the  slaughtermen  and  butchers  whose  co-operation  does 
facilitate  the  easier  working  of  a  system  of  meat  inspection. 

Twenty-three  slaughterman’s  licences  were  issued  during 

1959. 

Condemnations  include  the  following  whole  carcases :- 
3  beasts,  1  sheep,  1  cow  and  13  pigs  -  total  18  which,  together 
with  a  quantity  of  offal  and  parts  of  carcases  brings  the  total 
weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  up  to  3  tons  9  cwts .  13  lbs 
which  is  an  increase  on  the  1958  figure  when  the  total  was  2  tons 
9  qrs.  3  lbs.

Pour  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  and  in  each  case  these  observations  were 
satisfactory.

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RATS  AND  MICE 


The  refuse  dumps  are  treated  regularly  and  the  sewers 
have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry.  Infestation  in  the  sewers  is 
almost  negligible  and  it  has  been  intimated  by  letter  that 
test  baiting  need  not  be  carried  out  quite  so  frequently  in 
the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues 
on  the  Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation.
